With regards to independent claim 5, the prior art made of record {USP 
5,117,449 (Metroka et al) in view of USP 5,574,772 (Scalisi et al), and further in view of 
USP 6,226,495 (Neustein)} do not disclose a call receiving pager apparatus operative in 
a radiotelephone communications system comprising "transmitting means for 
transmitting at least one of a voice message, a text message, or data message to 
a teleplione number preprogrammed into said call receiving pager apparatus 
wherein said message asks a call receiver at said preprogrammed telephone 
number to initiate a call to said pager apparatus", in combination with other 
elements as claimed. Claims 18-26 are dependent on claim 5 and therefore allowable 
for the same reasons.
